When a Pokemon Runs Out 
of Power 



Pokemon that used 
their skill and ran out 
of power will recover 
as time passes.

When the remaining 
time becomes less than one 
hour, minutes and seconds will 
be shown. 


Instant Recovery 


Use Picrites on the screen 
where you set your Pokemon 
party, and you can help a 
Pokemon recover instantly. 
Select a Pokemon you want to 
help recover, and then 
select ^J. 

♦ You cannot help Legendary 
Pokemon and Mythical 
Pokemon recover by using 
Picrites. 



Tap H or press start to open 
the menu. 















Pause 


Save quick-save data and return 
to the title screen.

# You can view your past Picrite 
purchases in Account Activity in 
Nintendo eShop. 

# Picrites can only be used on 
the system used to buy them 
and will be lost if a system 
transfer is completed. 

# Picrites are made available by 
the service provider as a digital 
product in the form of a license 
(right) to trade or exchange for 
other digital products within the 
game Pokemon Picross. 
Picrites, as well as other digital 
products traded or exchanged 
for Picrites, can only be used 
within the game, cannot be 
transferred to a third party 
(unless a transfer is permitted 
within the game), and cannot 
be exchanged for legal tender 
or any item or right outside of 
the game. 


Adding Nintendo eShop 
Funds 


You must have sufficient Nintendo 
eShop funds to purchase Picrites. 
If you do not have enough funds, 
you can select Add Funds to add 
more.
